- Con- 
trolled by Germany before the 
war, it now is controlled econo- 
mically by France, which also 
dictates its foreign policy. 

West Germany has accused 
France of trying to take over 
the area completely and has 
demanded that, at the least, it 
be internationalized. |

At one point in Mendes-

interrupted to pledge dramatic-| 
ally that new Germany will 
voluntarily __limit_her__rearma-} 
ment, once the Allies end their 
occupation and restore sover- 
eignty.

‘Ghost’ Talk | 


Draws Crowds 
To Kingsmere 


OTTAWA (BUP)—A retired 
newspaperman who. recently 
“interviewed” the late Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King said 
today the story of his “talk” 
had aroused the interest of the 
man who is writing the dead 
statesman’s official biography. 

Percy J. Philip, former Paris 
and Ottawa correspondent of 
the New York Times, told 
press conference that Prof. R 
McGregor Dawson, who is 
working on the biography, felt 
the story struck just the right 
note concerning the spiritualist 
phase of King’s life. 

Meanwhile, tales of the ghost 
of the late prime minister 
spread around parliament hill 
and spiritualists, historians, and 
the merely curious flocked to 
King’s ‘Summer estate near Ot- 
tawa. The estate, known as 
“Kingsmere,” was willed by 
King to. the nation when he 
died four years ago. 

Philip set off the trek last 
Friday when he said in a Cana- 
Gian Broadcasting Corporation 
radio program that he had sat 
in one of the ruins dotting 
“Kingsmere” and  “chatted”) 
with the late prime minister for 
two hours. 


Soft-spoken 44-year-old J. C. 
Sim, who operates three well- 
known restaurants in Ottawa 
and Hull—“Lamb is my favor- 
ite meat, cured, with steamed 
rice”—said that B.C. enjoys bet- 
ter varieties of Chinese food 
than elsewhere in Canada. 

This was so, he said, because 
of proximity to the Orient, and 
also because soil here was ex- 
cellent for growing of greens, 
an integral part of many Chi- 
nese dishes. 

He said also that Canadian 
eating places were generally 
superior to those in the United 
States. “Tourists coming to this 
country in the past few years 
have fewer complaints and 
compliments.” 


REGIONAL RECIPES

He says, in effect, that labor must 
recognize the fact that on some‘ oc- 
casions demands for increased wages 
threaten the workers’ own security 
by jeopardizing the industry in which 
they are engaged. 


This was the thesis which, slightly 
more than:a month ago, persuaded 
employees of the Studebaker auto- 
mobile company in the United States 
to accept a voluntary wage cut. 


“So long,” says Mr. Mosher, “as 
we rely upon collective bargaining 
with the employers as the sole or 
main function of our unions, we must 
anticipate that in some instances 
situations will occur where competi- 
tion for markéts will result in work- 
ers being faced with the unhappy 
choice of either foregoing further 
wage increases or accepting reduced 
production or having their industry 
go out of business.” 

Mr. Mosher spoke against a back- 
ground of practical experience. As 
a figure in the Canadian Brother- 
hood of Railway Employees, he must 
be only too acutely aware of last 
year’s report of the Board of Trans- 
port Commissioners. In that report 
the commissioners pointed to the fact 
that railways had reached the point 
of diminishing returns through rate 
increases. Those increases, according 
to the railways, had been required to 
mect the increased costs of operation 
—éosts of which wages were a main 
ingredient. 


Similarly in other fields, the re- 
turn of a buyer’s market has put a 
limit on the price that can be charged 
for commodities or services. If the 
price is.too high, potential consumers 
do not buy. They turn elsewhere for

T IS NOTEWORTHY THAT EN 

the present crisis of his quarrel 
with Prime Minister St. Laurent and 
the Federal Government, Premier 
Duplessis of Quebec denies that he 
will call a provincial general election 
On another occasion, in-the early 
days of the last war, he was not so 
reticent in going to the people for 
confirmation of his isolationist stand.

He is fomenting anti-Ottawa. senti- 
ment among the Quebec people by 
demanding a federal rebate on pro- 
vincial tax payments which the 
senior government cannot grant. He 
has refused Quebec participation in 
the trans-Canada highway, and hé 
has turned down all offers of federal 
grants to universities, which. have 
aided research in other provinces. “He 
is also providing obstruction in nego-

Mr. Mosher, as CCL president, 
naturally put forward the argument 
that. some employers plead inability 
to pay when, in the eyes of the union, 
they appear to be well able to meet 
a higher wage bill.

Some 
of them are back on their feet. They 
are selling against Canada ‘and at 
prices which Canada must megt. 


Labor unquestionably under- 
stands this change. Mr. Mosher’s re- 
marks emphasize it. In his continu- 
ing effort to seek a higher living 
standard for workers in a country 
which has one of the two highest 
living standards in the world he and 
his followers will refuse to shut their 
eyes to the simple principles of eco- 
nomics.

Judgment on McCarthy 


HE CALM, JUDICIAL CHAR- 

acter of the bi-partisan special 
U.S. Senate committee findings 
against Senator Joseph McCarthy re- 
flect the atmosphere in which the 
charges against him were heard. 

The committee-has recommended 
that Senator McCarthy be censured 
for his contempt of the Senate and 
for abusing an Army general. It has 
withheld recommendations of cen- 
sure on three other charges, though 
it does not withhold criticism on 
certain aspects of them. 


The committee’s decisions and the 
action the U.S. Senate may take on 
them are, of course, the business of 
the United States. They assume 
broader. interest, however, for two 
reasons. In the first place, Senator 
McCarthy has made himself an inter- 
national figure, and his activities 
‘have had their repercussions in capl- 
tals far distant from Washington. 


In the second instance, the cen- 
sure committee headed by Senator 
Arthur V. Watkins, Utah Republican, 
has accomplished a great deal in 
restoring some of the prestige out- 
side the United States that had been 
lost by that country through Senator 
McCarthy.

Pp re. It refused to -allow its 
inquiries to be turned into a circus. 
It sat. as a group seeking informa- 
tion on serious charges against an 


elected United States official and it 
declined to give a demagogue the 
opportunity to divert it from its 
purpose by attacks on members of 
the inquiring committee. There was 
no “hoopla,” no_ internationally- 
televised histrionics. The committee 
stuck to the point, could not be side- 
tracked, could not be brow-beaten 
Red-herrings drawn across the trail 


by McCarthy or -his counsel were | 


ignored—left like fish exposed’ to the 
sun. too long. 


The fact that the committee de- | 


clined to bring in recommendations 
on three 6f the main points on the 


grounds that there was insufficient | 


evidence or that there were mitigat- 


ing circumstances adds strength to | 


the recommendations which were 
made. Under the circumstances, it 
will be difficult for McCarthy to pose 
as a martyr—particularly difficult 


since members of the committee | 


came from both parties. 
Thoughtful observers outside the 
United States will take heart from 
the committee’s action. In it they 
should see an effective way of dealing 
with an unruly and improper element 


in American public life which has | 


caused grave friction between that 
country and its friends. 

In words that are quiet yet have 
carried far afield, Senator Watkins 
and his colleagues have reminded the 
world that the voice of McCarthy is 
not the voice of America.

Strauss Tries 


Publication of ‘Bomb’ Book | 


WASHINGTON (UP)—Chair- 
man Lewis _L. Strauss of the 
Atomic Enérgy Commission re- 
cently tried to suppress.a new 
book that accuses Dr. J. Robert 


of delaying development of the 
H-bomb 

This was disclosed at the week- 
end by the book’s co-author, 
James R. Shepley. Strauss him- 
self confirmed that he attempted 
to buy the manuscript and delay 
its publication unti] after the 
deaths of most of those criti- 
cized 

When he was pressed to re- 
veal his reasons, however, the 
AEC chairman said only that, “I 
thought it would be better if the 
book were not published.” 

The book, “The Hydrogen 
Bomb,” will not be published 
until Thursday. But a condensa 
tion made public last week said 
Russia temporarily took the 
atomic lead away from the 
United States in 1953, mainly be- 
cause of Oppenheimer’s original 
opposition to a “crash” H-bomb 
program. Oppenheimer recently 
was denied access to atomic se 
crets 

Shepley, chief of Time Maga- 
zine’s Washington bureau. re- 
lated the suppression incident in 
a television interview (NBC 
“comment”). He said Strauss 
called him to his office and of- 
fered to “buy your manuscript, 
put it in the safe for 25 vears 
or at least until'most of the in- 
dividuals concerned are dead, 
and then Jet it be published.” 

Shepley said Strauss’ motives 
were “of the highest” because 
Russia. would have had a mon- 
opoly on the H-bomb without hig 
efforts. He said he could only 
surmise Strauss was under 
“very great pressure” and that
